Business Gains 
8th Consecutive 
Record Level 

Southern California busi¬ 
ness activity gained momen¬ 
tum and an eighth consecu¬ 
tive record level in Novem¬ 
ber, it was reported this 
week by Paul O’Sullivan, 
manager of Security First 
National Bank’s Foothill and 
Rosemead Branch. 

November performance 
also establishes currant ac¬ 
tivity as nearly 10 percent 
higher than that of a year 
ago. 

Last month’s economic 
level is estimated at 168.1 
on the Index of Business Ac¬ 
tivity for Southern Califor¬ 
nia, compiled by Security 
Bank’s research department. 

’The 168.1 reading Is .nearly 
two points higher than the 
previous record: October’s 
166.3. ’Two other former rec¬ 
ords were September’s 165.4 
and August’s 165.0. 

A year ago the Security 
index stood at 153,1, exactly 
15 points (or 9.8%) Icjwer 
than the measurement for 
last month. 

Among the Index’s eco¬ 
nomic indicators (all of 
which are adjusted for sea¬ 
sonal fluctuations), bank 
debits generated the most 
increased strength in No¬ 
vember. Every available in¬ 
dicator, however, contributed 
to the over-all gain. Moder¬ 
ate advances were made by 
department store sales, real 
estate activity and construc¬ 
tion. 

On a seasonally adjusted 
basis, employment decreased 
slightly and unemployment 
was unchanged in October, 
the latest month for which 
labor statistics are available.

Voters’ Decision 

The Administration’s request for a 10 percent tax 
surcharge was made in the most urgent of terms against 
the backdrop of a threatened $29 to $30 billion budget 
deficit. The Congress and the nation were told that the tax 
increase was required to meet Vietnam war expenditures 
among other things and that failure to get it would mean 
uncontrollable inflation, hardship for those on low or fixed 
Incomes, chaos in the financial world, skyrocketing interest 
rates with consequent disruption of business, of home 
building and in general the entire economic fabric of the 
United States. All of this may very well happen. Why then 
did the House Ways and Means Committee, where all tax 
legislation must originate, by a vote of 20 to 5 shelve the 
Administration’s surtax plan? What alternatives are now 
open? Where lies the blame for the deficit? 

First of all, under a representative form of government, 
public opinion quite properly guides congressional action. 
Representative Wilbur Mills, respected chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, has reported that his 
mail, which has run as high as a thousand letters a day, 
has been overwhelmingly—99 percent—against the tax in¬ 
crease. With this kind of public sentiment, borne out by 
opinion polls and such things as voters turning down bond 
issues lor new spending projects in local elections across 
the country, there was little possibility of getting Congress 
to approve the legislation even if introduced. 

This tax revolt is not hard to understand. In the past 
20 years, while the dollar value of total output in the U. S. 
has increased by 239 percent, annual tax collections have 
gone up nearly 300 percent, amounting now to $218.7 billion. 
’This 10 percent surcharge plus other boosts in taxes 
already authorized would have increased the federal yearly 
tax take by $13.2 billion. If the surtax were passed, all 
levels of government would be costing the American people 
some 30 percent of total national output every year. It is 
little wonder that the mood of tax rebellion is widespread 
right through to the halls of Congress. At the federal 
level, spending has outrun the ability of our tax system to 
raise money, in the opinion of some authorities, and cor¬ 
rection of the situation will not now be easy. 

Chairman Mills has recommended that an independent 
commission be established composed of individuals outside 
the government who would be qualified to evaluate pro¬ 
grams, bureaus and agencies of government according to 
cost, performance and value received. ’The need is not for 
temporary spending cuts. It is for permanent machinery 
to control and manage federal spending. This is the point 
which Mr. Mills makes, and it is one of paramount im¬ 
portance to the future solvency of the United States. Any 
real control of federal spending would involve taking a slice 
out of such sacred political cows as pay raises for federal 
workers, farm programs, public works and facets of aid 
programs. 

Some hard decisions will have to be made, and they 
will have to be made by the voters of the United States. 
The people have asked for services from government. They 
have been provided, and the bill for them is now coming in. 
Will the people have the wisdom to support representatives 
and senators who have the political courage to recommend 
government economies which may mean fewer and lower 
payments to individuals from the public treasury? The 
United States has the wealth to help those who need help 
among our citizens, but the current budgetary collapse 
provides evidence to many people that it is not wealthy 
enough and never could be to take care of all its citizens 
whether they need it or not. 

200 Million Strong 

If you think things are crowded, you’re right! 

As of November 20, the United States has become a 
nation of 200 million people, according to the “census 
clock" in the U. S. Department of Commerce, in Wash¬ 
ington. And that in spite of the fact that the nation’s 
birth rate is the lowest since the depression. Last year 
and this it was 18.5 per 1,000 inhabitants. 

Whoever U. S. Citizen Number 200 million may have 
been, the odds are that it was a boy. More males are being 
born those days than females, but because the man of the 
house can’t seem to take it as well as the gals, he’s a 
member of a great minority. The distaff side outnumbers 
him 102 million to' 98 million. 

’fake cheer, however, fellows. Medical science is giving 
males a bettor life span; so much so, in fact, that by 1977 
they’ll assume a majority role. In the marriageable 
bracket, at least. But don’t let that mislead anyone into 
thinking he’ll rule the roost.

An Aid to Duty 


The courts, like the mills of the gods, often grind 
slowly, and the duties of citizenship sometimes work un¬ 
necessary hardship. 

To alleviate the oftentimes costly delays experienced 
by witnesses called to appear in Superior Court cases, Los 
Angeles District Attorney Evelle J. Younger, with the co¬ 
operation of Superior Court judges, has established what 
he refers to as an “on-call” system. 

Instead of subpoenaing witnesses in person, the call 
goes out by mail. Witnesses phone the district attorney’s 
office and leave a number at which they can be reached 
during the day. Once so notified, the witness is responsible 
for duty whenever called, until excused by the court. But 
his time is more his own in the interim, and in a good 
many cases this is of very great importance to the Indil- 
vidual. 

The “on-call” system alleviates some of the onerous 
part of serving as a witness. It is a step in a good direction 
and merits consideration by courts throughout the state.

A young person today, dissatisfied with school and 
anxious to get out and work for the money he wants, is 
heading down a dead-end street If he pursues his dreams 
without a high school diploma. He finds out too late that 
the job he longed for will be at best a dull, dirty one with 
little opportunity fop advancement.

In February, 1959, Lyndon 
Johnson, then Senator, urged 
a group of members of the 
National Rural Electric Co¬ 
operatives, meeting in the 
Capital, to fight for their 
rights In Congress, saying, 
“I don’t know how many 
beer bottles you folks have, 
but the time has come when 
you must ask no quarter 
and give none. Fight them 
... in the corridors of the 
Capitol, in each House, gen¬ 
erate public opinion, support 
youj organ izat i o.n — and 
eventually, if .necessary, use 
your beer bottles.” 

Democrat Congress man 
Thomas G. Abernethy, on 
the House Floor on July 25, 
1967, criticized the President 
for seeking minority votes 
by joining their chant, “'We 
Shall Overcome.” 

Vice President Humphrey, 
speaking in New Orleans on 
July 11, 1966, stated: “If I 
had to live in a slum, I think 
you would have haid more 
trouble than you’ve had al¬ 
ready, because I’ve got 
enough .spark left in me to 
lead a mighty good revolt.” 

With top leaders of our 
country making suoh state¬ 
ments, it is easier to under¬ 
stand, but no less reprehen¬ 
sible, when militant civil 
rights leaders travel the 
country making inflamatory 
statements anr speeches. 

Stokely Carmichael in a 
speech in Florida referred to 
the bricking lup of walls 
where formerly windo w s 
had been broken by molotov 
cocktails. He said, “We are 
coming back next time with 
dynamite.” In Havana he 
said, “This fight is not go¬ 
ing to be a simple street 
meeting. It is going to be a 
fight to the death.” 

Since 1961, according to 
the Library of Congress, 
there have been 128 riots of 
national importance in the 
United States. With each 
new riot, a represeintative of 
the Urban League, or the 
NAACP, or CX>RE, or some 
other Negro group, blames it 
on the lack of federal spend¬ 
ing for poverty elimination, 
and states emphatically that 
riots will continue until 
massive funds are chan¬ 
neled into the ghettos. 

What is this? Blackmail? 
How can anyone definite it 
in any other terms? Have 
Americans become so con- 
ditionod to such illegal pres¬ 
sures that they .no longer 
.speak up? Blackmail has, 
apparently, come to be con¬ 
sidered an honorable means 
of obtaining that which 


logic and argument cannot 
convince has merit. 

The answer to these grasp¬ 
ing, ungrateful, power-seek¬ 
ing leaders should be for 
Congress to declare that 
help will be forthcoming in 
direct proportion to the de¬ 
gree of self-help evident in 
an area. 

The funds spent for wel¬ 
fare, anti-poverty .programs, 
job training, housing and 
urban renewal have run into 
the billions. The projects 
have been sold on the basis 
of helping to eliminate the 
ghettos, the slums, and 
poverty generally. As pro¬ 
ject .upon project has been 
added, and million dollars 
upon million dollars, so 
have riots increased in size, 
intensity and numbers. 

The idea has proved 
wrong, jiust as the welfare 
state throughout history has 
failed. Yet, with every new 
disturbance, the same voices 
ar heard condemning those 
who will not vote for en¬ 
larging the very plans which 
have failed so miserably. 

Congressman Abernethy 
rightfully criticized the lib¬ 
eral elements of both parties 
for sowing the seeds of re¬ 
bellion. The riots are the re¬ 
sult “of the political bidding 
contest the two parties have 
been engaged in, in their 
all-out effort to get the min¬ 
ority racial vote,” he said. 

Our Attorney General, the 
top law-enforcement official 
in the nation, thinks our 
crime is merely a social 
problem. So long as he thus 
continues to think, jiust so 
long will hoodlums, whether 
so-called Civil Rights Lead¬ 
ers or not, continue to en¬ 
force their demands upon 
society by the pure and un¬ 
adulterated blackmail now 
being used. 

Today, according to some 
estimates, there are 15 mil¬ 
lion poor families. Give 
them each $5 thousand a 
year, for a total cost of $75 
billion annually, and what 
would we have? Approxi¬ 
mately 150 million people 
would be poorer; the 15 mil¬ 
lion families would have 
lost that m.uch more self- 
respect and self-reliance, 
an.d riots would increase. 
Instead of being thankful 
for the $5 thousand, many 
would be looking at those 
making $10 thousand and 
would be rioting to force 
additional “massive federal 
funds” to eliminate the ghet¬ 
tos of poverty.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE 

CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 

IMPOSING A DOCUMEN- 

TARY STAMP TAX ON THE 

SALE OF REAL PROPERTY. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE 
CITY OP SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. This Ordinance 
shall be known as the “Real 
Property Transfer Tax Ordinance 
of the City of Sierra Madre’'. It 
la adopted pursuant to the 
authority contained in Part 6.7 
(commencing with Section 11901) 
of Division 2 of the Revenue and 
Taxation Code of the State of 
California. 

SECTION 2. There is hereby Im¬ 
posed on each deed, instrment or 
writing by which any lands, tene¬ 
ments. or other realty sold within 
the City of Sierra Madre shall 
be granted, assigned, transferred 
or otherwise conveyed to, or 
vested In. the purchaser or pur¬ 
chasers. or any other person or 
persons, by his or their direc¬ 
tion, when the consideration or 
value of the interest or property 
conveyed (exclusive of the value 
of any Hen or encumbrances re¬ 
maining thereon at the time of 
sale) exceeds one hundred dollars 
($100), a tax at the rate of twen¬ 
ty.seven and one-half cents 
($.275) for each five hundred 
dollars ($500) or fractional part 
thereof. 

SECTION 3. Any tax imposed 
pursuant to Section 2 hereof shall 
be paid by any person who makes, 
signs or issues any document or 
instrument subject to the tax, or 
for whose use or benefit the same 
Is made, signed or issued. 

SECTION 4. Any tax imposed 
pursuant to this Ordinance shall 
not apply to any instrument In 
writing given to secure a debt. 

SECTION 5. The United States 
or any agency or instrumentality 
thereof, any state or territory, or 
political subdivision thereof, or 
the District of Columbia shall not 
be liable for any tax Imposed 
pursuant to this Ordinance with 
respect to any deed, instrument, 
or writing to which it is a party, 
but the tax may be collected by 
assessment from any other party 
liable therefor. 

SECTION 6. Any tax Imposed 
pursuant to this Ordinance shall 
not apply to the making, deliver¬ 
ing or filing of conveyances to 
make effective any plan of reor¬ 
ganization or adjustment — 

(a) Confirmed under the 
Federal Bankruptcy Act, as 
amended; 

(b> Approved In an equity 
receivership proceeding in a 
court involving a railroad cor¬ 
poration, as defined In sub¬ 
division (m) of Section 205 of 
Title 11 of the United States 
Code, a.s amended; 

(c) Approved in an equity 

receivership proceeding In a 
court involving a corporation, 
as defined in subdivision (3) 
of Section 506 of Title 11 of 
the United States Code, as 
amended: or 

(d> Whereby a mere change 
in Identity, form or place of 
organization Is effected. 

Subdivision (a) to (d). Inclu¬ 
sive, of this section shall only 
apply If the making, delivery or 
filing of instruments of transfer 
or conveyances occurs within five 
years from the date of such con¬ 
firmation, approval or change. 

SECTION 7. Any tax imposed 
pursuant to this Ordinance shall 
not apply to the making or de¬ 
livery of conveyance to make ef¬ 
fective any order of the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commission, as 
defined in subdivision (a) of Sec¬ 
tion 1083 of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954; but only If — 

(a) The order of the Securi¬ 
ties and Exchange Commission 
in obedlance to which such 
conveyance is made recites 
that such conveyance is neces¬ 
sary or appropriate to effectu¬ 
ate the provisions of Section 
79k of Title 15 of the United 
States Code, relating to the 
Public Utility Holding Com¬ 
pany Act of 1935; 

(b) Such order specifies the 
property which Is ordered to 
be conveyed; 

(c) Such conveyance is made 
in obedience to such order. 

SECTION 8. (a) In the case of 
any realty held by a partnership, 
no levy shall be Imposed poir- 
suant to this Ordinance by rea¬ 
son of any transfer of an in¬ 
terest In a partnership or other¬ 
wise, If — 

(1) Such partnership (or an¬ 
other pfertnershlp) is con¬ 
sidered a continuing part, 
nershlp within the mean¬ 
ing of Section 708 of the 
Internal Revenue Code of 
1954; and 

(2) Such continuing partner¬ 
ship continues to hol4 the 
realty concerned. 


(b) If there Is a termina¬ 
tion of any partnership with¬ 
in the meaning of Section 708 
of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954, for purposes of this 
Ordinance, such partnership 
shall be treated as having ex¬ 
ecuted an instrument whereby 
there was conveyed, for fair 
market value (exclusive of the 
value of any Hen or encum¬ 
brance remaining thereon), all 
realty held by such partner¬ 
ship at the time of such term¬ 
ination. 

(c) Not more than one tax 
shall be imposed pursuant to 
this Ordinance by reason of a 
termination described In sub¬ 
division (b), and any transfer 
pursuant thereto, with respect 
to the realty held by such 
partnership at the time of 
such termination. 

SECTION 9. The County Re¬ 
corder shall administer this Ordi¬ 
nance in conformity with the 
provisions of Part 6.7 of Dixdslon 
2 of the Revenue and Taxation 
Code and the provisions of any 
county ordinance adopted pur¬ 
suant thereto. 

SECTION 10. Claims for refund 
of taxes imposed pursuant to this 
Ordinance shall be governed by 
the provisions of Chapter 5 (com¬ 
mencing with Section 5096) of 
Part 9 of Division 1 of the Reve¬ 
nue and Taxation Code of the 
State of California. 

SECTION 11. This Ordinance 
shall become operative upon the 
operative date of any ordinance 
adopted by the County of Los 
Angeles, pursuant to Part 6.7 
(commencing with Section 11901) 
of Division 2 of the Revenue and 
Taxation Code of the State of 
California, or upon the effective 
date of this Ordinance, whichever 
is the later.
